Riley Tanner, late Governor of Illinois, and 
for many years one of the leading politicians 
of the State, died: suddenly at 2:45 o'clock 
this afternoon in his rooms in the Leland 
Hotel. Rheumatism of the heart is assigned 
as the catise of death. 

Tonight Governor Yates issued. procia- 
mation. The funeral of his predecessor will 
take place at Springfield at 2 o'clock on Sun- 
day afternoon. The body. will lie in state ia 
the rotunda of the Capitol from § a. m. until 
the hour of the funeral. 

- ‘The death of the ex-Governor was unex- 
pected. He had been indisposed for nearly 
a week, but his infirmities were considered 
to be of trivial nature. -Although kept to his 
room he was not confined to his bed, and he 
received visitors in his apartments regularly. | 

Only Mrs. Tanner and her sister, Mrs. Col- 
burn Fields Buck, were with the Gevernor 
when the end came. This morning the suf- 
ferer was feeling exceptionally strong and 
was almost’ free from the rheumatic pains 
that had.troubled him. He expressed him- 
self as. confident of an early recovery of 


‘ health .and strength: So confident was he 


that Mrs. Tanner excused her maid, Loulse

Former Governcr’s Last Moments. 

According to Mrs. Buck’s story of the last 
moments of the former Executive, he suf- 
fered excruciatingly for a few minutes, but 
was unconscious just before his ‘death. 
After the departure of his son he conversed 
with Mrs. Buck and Mrs. Tanner for a few 
minutes, but seemed to be drowsy and wanted 


- | to sleep. He soon fell into a slumber, but 


seemed to be troubled with a sort of night- 
mare. His sleep was uneasy, and several 
‘times he groaned. When his breathing be- 
came labored and hard Mrs. Tanner went to 
his-side and made an effort to arouse him. 

Suddenly he appeared to be suffering great 
pain in the region of his heaft, and Mrs. 
-Tanner, becoming alarmed, called for Dr. 
.N. Dixon, the ex-Governor'’s physician. 
Dr. Dixon’ was found at his office, and in 
‘less than five minutes was at the bedside of 
‘his patient, but life had gone before his ar- 
rival. Mrs. Tanner’s father, Turney Eng- 
lish,,was summoned also and arrived about 
‘the same time as Dr. Nixon. 

Mrs. Tanner was overcome with grief when 
ste realized the full import of the doctor's 

jord, and it was some time before she was

To Abolish Censure of Plays. 

A decidedly progressive move was made 
in Parllament today when Deputy Charles 
Bernard asked for the repeal of the law re- 
quiring all theatrical plays to first be sub- 
mitted to the Minister of Instruction and 
Arts for censure.

Death -by biows .of the, fist was dealt to 
Benjamin Atkins yesterday for interfer- 
ing with a father. who was beating his 
ehild. Atkins, living at 408 ‘Fairfield 
avenue, Wes a peaceful man’and of so gentle 
@i nature that he never raised his hand in 
punishment against his own children. The 
spectacle of Dennis D. McCarthy punishing 
his son tn his saloon, California avenue and 
Van Buren street, brought Atkins to -the 
doorway with a remonstrance. McCarthy 
whirled ‘about and struck the man blows 


that hurled him unconscious: to the pave- 


ment, and he was picked up dead. 23 

The murder was committed.in the alley- 
way back of McCarthy's saloon about 6:20 
o'clock in the evening. McCarthy, inside 
of his saloon, was beating his boy Jimmy 
for some offense. Atkins was passing on 
his way home from work, accompanied by 
a fellow-workman, Oscar Stalberg, 179 North 
Fifty-first street. ‘Hearing the lad’s shrill 
screams, Atkins went to the door and looked 
in at the little fellow writhmg under his 
father’s blows. 

“Don't strike the boy that way,’ ex- 
claimed Atkins. 

“Is this any of your business?” shouted 
McCarthy in anger. He spring toward At- 
kins and struck him heavily to the floor. 

Atkins was dazed by the blow, but he man- 
aged to rise to his feet.and stagger out the 
door. McCarthy, his face red with anger, 
followed him to the sidewalk and showered 
blows on Atkins’ face and head. Spectators 
saw the assault, but no one ventured to ald, 
McCarthy, who is six feet tall and strong, 
outclassed his opponent in every way. : 

Cowering undet the punishment, the in- 
red man did not return a blow. When 
they had reached the alleyway Atkins was 
thrown against the side of a brick building, 
end he gre: as he tried to edge away.

‘found him unconscious. Mrs. H. Matthews, 


dow of her home at 267 California avenue, 
was the first to reach the body. She bathed 
his face and neck, which.were bleeding from 
the bruises that had been inflicted. The man 
was dead within five minutes witout having 
uttered a sound after the final biow. 

Policeman John J. Brennan arrived a few 
minutes after the deed had been committed. 
He walked into the door of the saloon and 
arrested McCarthy, who submitted without 
comment, and the policeman took him to the 
patrol box at the corner and summoned a 
wagon. 

The crowd increased and the angry men 
and women closed around Brennan and his 
prisoner, shouting: 

““ Get a rope. - Lynch the brute.” 

The policeman succeeded in keeping the 
crowd back until assistance came.’ An am- 
bulance was sent from the Maxwell Street 
Station, and McCarthy mounted on the front 
seat, while the body of the man he had 


; killed was placed in the rear of the convey- 


ance. The remains of Atkins were left at the 
undertaking roome of Bester & Son., 1206 
Van Buren street. 


McCarthy Defends His Act, | 

When McCarthy reached the police station 
he told his story. “I° had sent my boy 
Jimmy over to call his sister, and he didn’t 
go. I had him in the rear-of the saloon 
and was scolding him, but I- wasn’t hurting 
him at all. This man came in and we got 
into a quarrel. I saw him reaching toward 
his back pocket and I thought he had a 
gun, so I knocked him down... He struck at 
me several times atter that: I'am sorry 
about it all.’’ 

The wife of Atkins received no news of her 
husband's fate until the children heard it in 
the streets nearly an hour later. “ He was 
the kindest man to children I ever have 
known. He never struck his own child, and 
could not bear to see one suffer. He was a 
peaceable man, and’ would not fight with any 
one. He nevet has been in a quarrel during 
the sixteen years we have been married.” 

Atkins was 50 years old, and was a member 
of the Brickmasons and Stonemasons’ Union 
‘No. 21. He leaves three children, the young- 
est 4 years old.

! Thinks Blow Caused Death. 
Dr. H. A. Hadley, who examined Atkins, 
said: “I think there was no fracture of 
the skull, though the bruises on the temple 
on. he received heavy blows. Of course, 
there is the possibility the man may have 
had heart disease, but all this will be brought 
out in the post-mortem tomorrow. I think 
there is little doubt the beating was alone 


responsible for his death.”

brass muzzie-loading style used at that time. 

There are seven muskets of the antiquated 
type, besides two other firearms known as 


arquebuses, which weigh so much it was

The jafl underneath which the reMes were 
found is one of the oldest bulldings in the 
northern part of the Republic of Mexico and 
was built more than 300 years ago.

POLICE POWER BISHOP. 


DB. CHENEY AND OTHER INGPEC-| 
TORS MAY MAKE ARRESTS. 


Volunteers Given All the Riches 


Full-Fledged “Cepper”™ in Vicla- 
tions of the Ordinance Calling for 
- Clean Streets and Alleys—Badges of 
Authority Being Prepared — Case 
Against Mrs. G. W. Hull Dismissed 
and Officer Lyon Reprimanéed. 


If Bishop Cheney detects a man In the act 
of throwing paper in a Second Ward street, 
and cares to walk him to the Cottage Grove 
, Avenue Police Station, he will have that 
right. If Nelson Morris, as he goes to the 
Stock-Yards, observes a janitor sweeping 
refuse into the street, and cares to hold him 
at patrol box until the wagon comes, he 
will have the necessary authority, If Mra 
Horatio N. May sees. a housewife in the 
Twenty-second Ward throwing tin. cans in 
an alley she can make the arrest without any 
appeal to a policeman in uniform. If the 
Rev. W. EB. McLennan wishes to represent 
the church militant, the city will give him 
the authority. 

The 1,200 volunteer street inspectors now 
being appointed will be gtven police powers. 
This is the plan of Superintendent Doherty 
of the Street department. They can be sworn 
in by Chief of Police O' Neill, and the police 
force of the city will be increased by half, 
1,200 volunteers being added to the 2,400 reg- 
ulars who patrol the city. 

It is not expected the volunteers will de- 
vote any portion of the night to traveling a 
beat in their precincts to protect the lives or 
property of citizens. They will not be con- 
cerned with porcholimbers or holdup men. 
While their power to make arrests will be 
that of a policeman in uniferm, the offensés 
in connection with which they will act will 


»be those committed against clean streets and 
alleys. 


Badgee for Volunteers. 


Superintendent Doherty is designing an offi- 
etal badge for the volunteer street inspector 
and policeman. For the reason that every 
city official, of whatever capacity, wears a 
star as a badge of authority, it has been de- 
cided that the new badges shall be crescent 
shaped, or in the form ofa half circle. The 
wording of the badge will be: 


The ward number will be inscribed on each. 
“Tf the badges are given the police power 
should be given with them,” said Superin- 


tendent Doherty. “ The Mmepectors can be 
sworn in by the Chief of Police, ‘There isno 
objection to increasing the police force by 
the addition of unpaid men and women. The 
power of making arrests will aid the inspect- 
ors in keeping their precincts clean. Proba- 
bly they never will want to use it or never 
will find occasion to use it, but the fact the 
inspector can make the arrest if. 
wili give his words the weight of authority. 
‘From the manner in which citizens are 
responding to the request of the city for vol- 
unteer aid it is easy to see the plan will 
succeed.”’
